To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1943. 

The  health  of  the  people  of  the  town  has  on  the  whole  been  well 
maintained.  The  picture  is,  however,  patchy — very  good  in  parts,  not  so 
good  in  others.  What  do  the  infant  mortality  rate,  the  death  rate  from 
diarrhoea  under  two  years  of  age  and  the  pulmonary  tuberculosis  death 
rate  shew  ? — those  guide  posts  to  the  health  of  a  community.  The  first 
was  the  lowest  recorded  in  Shipley  (and  much  lower  than  in  the  country 
as  a  whole,  or  in  the  small  towns)  ;  the  second  was  nil,  as  last  year,  and 
again  better  than  in  the  country  as  a  whole  or  in  small  towns  ;  but  the 
third  shewed  a  marked  increase  on  the  previous  year’s  figure.  This 
last  experience  is  general  and  no  doubt  is  due  to  war  conditions. 

The  still  birth  rate  shewed  an  increase  on  the  1942  rate  and  this 
offsets  to  some  extent  satisfaction  at  the  low  infant  mortality  rate. 

The  infectious  diseases  were  not  prevalent.  Dysentery  was  only 
reported  on  eight  occasions,  but  almost  certainly  this  does  not  represent 
the  tme  incidence.  There  was  less  diphtheria  notified  than  in  any  year 
since  1932,  but  the  case  death  rate  (25%)  was  high,  one  of  these  deaths 
was  of  a  child  who  had  received  protective  inoculation  but  his  admission 
to  hospital  was  delayed.  A  sore  throat  cannot  be  neglected  in  any 
way,  whatever  the  history,  and  I  frequently  point  this  out  to  mothers  of 
children  being  inoculated.  Scarlet  Fever  was  twice  as  frequent  as  in 
1942.  This  is  due  to  the  same  type  of  organism  as  was  responsible  for  a 
number  of  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  during  the  year.  Pemphigus 
Neonatorum  (infectious  blisters)  in  small  babies,  of  a  very  mild  and 
atypical  type  occurred  in  the  Maternity  Home  at  the  end  of  the  year  and 
in  1944  ;  this  disease  has  been  prevalent  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Overcrowding  of  the  Maternity  Home  (the  birth  rate  was  higher  than 
in  any  year  since  1928)  was  a  source  of  constant  anxiety  and  the  need  for 
more  suitable  and  extensive  accommodation  is  now  acute. 

Gas  and  air  analgesia  was  introduced  at  the  Home  in  July,  1943. 

Three  War  Nurseries  now  serve  the  district  and  the  attendance  has 
proved  that  they  meet  a  real  need,  but  the  conditions  which  necessitate 
more  or  less  whole  time  attendance  of  young  children  in  Nurseries  are  not 
to  be  regarded  as  healthy'  for  the  nation.  The  difficulties  experienced 
here  have  been  mainly  in  securing  staff  and  especially  suitable  proba¬ 
tioners,  and  not  in  the  bogey  of  infection. 

The  Registered  Guardians’  Scheme  has  never  gone  well  here. 

The  Welfare  Clinics  continue  to  be  used  to  the  limit  of  capacity  ;  in 
particular,  the  need  for  the-  building  of  a  Clinic  at  Wrose,  which  was 
already  approved  by  the  Ministry  in  1939,  becomes  steadily  more  evident. 
Somerset  House  Clinic  itself  is  becoming  inadequate  for  its  many  purposes. 

The  Council  asked  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  allow  them  to  make 
available,  on  an  experimental  basis,  the  services  of  Home  Helps  for  aged 
and  infirm  persons,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
if  necessary  at  a  reduced  cost,  or  free,  in  a  manner  analogous  to  the  use  of 
Home  Helps  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  purposes.  This  is  a 
provision  which  would  meet  a  real  need,  but  the  law  apparently  does  not 
provide  for  this  type  of  service  and  the  Ministry  felt  unable  to  grant 
permission. 
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The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Council’s  powers  in  regard  to  the  supervision 
of  milk  production  will  soon  cease.  The  Council’s  application  to  be  made 
a  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  submitted  in  1939,  has  not  yet  been 
settled,  and  unless  they  secure  this  right  their  functions  in  connection 
with  milk  will  very  nearly  disappear. 

There  is  already  an  acute  shortage  of  houses  ;  and  upwards  of  600 
houses  will  need  urgent  consideration  re  clearance  or  improvement  in  one 
way  or  another,  as  soon  as  slum  clearance  becomes  once  again  a  live  issue. 
The  problems  in  Shipley  include  underground  rooms,  mainly  inhabited  by 
elderly  persons,  back-to-back  type  houses,  which  form  between  15%  and 
20%  of  the  houses  in  the  town,  and  unfit  and  overcrowded  houses.  In 
many  of  the  back-to-back  houses,  there  is  no  other  grave  defect  than  the 
lack  of  ventilation  which  is  of  course  in  itself  serious.  A  complete  survey 
would  be  necessary  to  assess  overcrowding  in  any  way  accurately  ;  the 
information  available  at  the  moment  is  not  up  to  date.  A  survey  of  the 
“underground  rooms’’  has  been  made  in  1943/44  —many  are  not 
technically  underground  rooms  but  they  are  of  this  nature  and  will  have 
to  be  dealt  with  as  parts  of  dwellings  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Tem¬ 
porary  housing  will  be  a  necessity  and  the  government  models  are  good 
for  their  purpose  ;  but  they  will  only  serve  very  small  families. 

In  1945  the  Council  will  cease  to  be  the  Local  Education  Authority 
but  it  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  the  Welfare  Services  of  the  Council 
will  continue  to  be  integrated  with  the  School  Medical  Services  for  the 
area,  and  that  the  local  administration  of  this  service  will  not  be  prejudiced 
by  the  administrative  changes  which  must  operate  in  accordance  with  the 
Education  Act. 

Whether  the  newer  forms  of  administration  proposed  for  the  Public 
Health  sphere  will  prove  more  satisfactory  than  the  old  must  remain  for 
the  present  a  matter  of  conjecture,  but  the  need  for  local  supervision  and 
local  interest  in  local  matters,  problems  and  difficulties,  will  remain.  The 
people  on  the  spot  must  do  the  job.  It  is  the  efficiency  of  an  administrative 
unit  and  not  its  size  that  matters.  In  some  health  services  the 
administrative  unit  must  be  a  big  one  to  secure  efficiency,  but  in  others 
this  is  by  no  means  necessary.  “It  is  the  vice  of  a  vulgar  mind  to  be 
thrilled  by  bigness  ’’  wrote  E.  M.  Forster,  and  it  is  certainly  true  that  many 
are  dazzled  by  the  colossal  in  administration  as  in  everything  else. 

Miss  Jackson,  Health  Visitor,  left  the  Council  on  appointment  as 
Senior  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Health  Visitors,  to  the  City  of 
Manchester.  Various  other  changes  in  staff  are  set  out  in  the  report. 
The  appointment  of  a  further  health  visitor  and  school  nurse  is 
recommended. 

It  is  with  real  regret  that  I  refer  to  the  death  of  Councillor  G.  K.  Todd, 
who  was  always  keenly  sympathetic  with  all  projects  designed  for  the 
improvement  of  the  health  of  the  people. 

I  have  to  thank  my  colleagues  on  the  staff  of  the  Council,  and  in 
particular  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  for  their  loyal  co-operation 
and  assistance. 

I  wish  also  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  advice  and  assistance 
always  willingly  given  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
regional  office,  Leeds. 

Finally  I  wish  to  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen,  for  your 
continued  support  and  encouragement  in  all  proposals  affecting  the  public 
health.

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Unemployment 

The  Manager  of  the  Shipley  Employment  Exchange  informs 
me  that  apart  from  unemployable  labour,  there  were  practically  no 
unemployed  in  Shipley  in  1943,  and  also  that  there  was  practically 
no  transference  of  juveniles  into  or  from  the  district. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  of  the  Area 

Hospital  Services,  Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Laboratory 
facilities  remain  as  described  last  year.  The  Civil  Ambulance 
Service  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained  by  the  Shipley  Casualty 
Service,  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  by 
agreement  between  the  Council  and  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 
754  cases  were  removed  by  the  Civil  Ambulances  in  1943,  including 
80  street  accident  cases,  1 1  works  accident  cases,  242  urgent 
removals  for  sickness,  371  arranged  removals,  and  50  cases  on  behalf 
of  neighbouring  authorities.  Neighbouring  authorities  removed  5 
cases  on  behalf  of  Shipley.  As  the  result  of  an  arrangement  with 
the  taxi  proprietors,  one  taxi  is  reserved  every  night  for  urgent  calls 
including  maternity  patients  entering  the  Home,  or  midwives’  visits, 
etc.,  and  this  has  worked  satisfactorily  and  has  obviated  the  use  of 
the  Ambulances  as  a  taxi  service  for  normal  maternity  cases.

Admissions  included  16  babies  and  405  mothers,  including  25 
emergency  (unbooked)  cases ;  28  cases  were  admitted  for  ante-natal 
care  ;  395  mothers  were  delivered,  6  having  twins.  The  stillbirths 
numbered  21  (a  rate  of  52  per  1,000  births).  Thirteen  caesarean 
sections  were  performed.  One  mother  died  in  the  Home  from  post 
partum  haemorrhage.  There  were  6  deaths  of  infants  within  10 
days  of  birth.  Artificial  feeding  was  resorted  to  in  approximately 
18%  of  cases  and  of  these  roughly  one  third  were  completely 
artificially  fed.  110  medical  aid  notices  were  sent  out  (including  12 
for  babies).  17  mothers  were  transferred  to  other  hospitals  for 
abnormal  conditions,  the  causes  being  puerperal  pyrexia  (8),  septic 
laceration  (l),  scarlet  fever  (2),  ante-partum  haemorrhage  (l),  for 
caesarean  section  (3),  phlebitis  (l),  vaginal  discharge  (l);  two  babies 
were  transferred,  1  with  ophthalmia  and  1  with  atypical  pemphigus. 
Five  of  the  cases  of  pyrexia  had  vaginal  swabs  positive  for 
haemolytic  streptococci  necessitating  the  closure  of  the  Home  for 
two  short  periods,  and  they  were  the  subject  of  a  special  report 
submitted  to  the  Home  Committee  and  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
There  was  one  case  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  which  quickly  and 
completely  recovered. 

Thirty-three  Shipley  ante-natal  patients  were  examined  by  the 
Council’s  Consultant  Obstetrician  at  the  Maternity  Home. 

The  consideration  by  the  Committee  and  the  two  Councils  of 
the  need  for  further  accommodation  included  the  question  of 
purchasing  an  adjoining  house  and  by  various  adaptations  and 
communicating  covered  way,  utilising  the  two  houses  as  one  institu¬ 
tion,  but  for  various  reasons  this  was  rejected.  There  was 
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considerable  feeling  that  a  new  building  should  be  erected  for  the 
purpose  when  practicable.  This  provision  is  one  that  will  certainly 
face  the  Welfare  Authority  in  the  post  war  years,  and  whatever 
authority  may  at  that  time  be  responsible,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
much  more  accommodation,  than  is  at  present  available,  will  be 
necessary  for  Shipley  women.  The  accommodation  at  the  Home  is 
not  satisfactory,  overcrowding  is  common,  and  the  space  for  the 
babies  is  quite  inadequate.  Pressure  on  the  Home  has  been  excep¬ 
tional  in  1943,  owing  to  the  increased  birth  rate,  and  the 
removal  to  Shipley  of  expectant  mothers  from  elsewhere  because  of 
war  circumstances.  Having  in  mind  the  continuing  trend  of  opinion 
in  favour  of  institutional  midwifery,  and  the  need  for  extended  post¬ 
natal  accommodation,  and  for  increased  provision  for  ante-natal 
cases,  I  believe  any  future  Home  to  replace  this  one  should  be 
of  not  less  than  40  beds  and  possibly  even  larger.  One  thing  is 
certain,  and  that  is  that  the  day  for  adapted  premises,  usually 
inconvenient  to  administer  and  too  small  for  the  job,  for  this  kind  of 
service,  is  at  an  end. 

Domiciliary  Confinements 

There  are  3  domiciliary  midwives  employed  by  the  Council 
acting  as  agents  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council.

74  (13.7%)  of  the  births  took  place  outside  Shipley,  mainly  in 
Bradford. 

Institutional  Confinements 

In  all  58%  of  Shipley  births  took  place  in  public  institutions. 
Two  hundred  and  eighty-six  Shipley  mothers,  including  19  emergency 
cases  were  admitted  to  the  Joint  Maternity  Home  during  the  year; 
291  babies  were  born  to  the  287  mothers  delivered.  34  Shipley 
mothers  were  delivered  in  other  public  institutions,  mainly  in 
Bradford. 

Stillbirths  numbered  25  (17  male,  8  female)  and  of  these  20 
occurred  in  institutions  and  5  in  private  houses. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare

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Abortions  and  Complicated  Maternity  Cases 

Seven  complicated  maternity  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  Bradford,  under  the  Council’s  scheme.  Nineteen  patients 
were  admitted  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Bradford  for  various  reasons, 
inter  alia,  the  temporary  closure  of  the  Joint  Maternity  Home. 

Home  Helps 

The  services  of  home  helps  were  employed  by  the  Council  for 
16  mothers.  A  rota  of  two  home  helps  was  maintained,  payment 
being  made  when  the  help  was  employed  on  cases. 

Dental  Treatment  and  Dentures 

In  1943  there  were  23  first  and  63  subsequent  attendances  by 
mothers  for  dental  treatment ;  6  mothers  were  fitted  with  dentures 

at  cost  or  part  cost. 


Infants 

The  number  of  births  recorded  was  the  highest  in  Shipley  since 
1928.  The  number  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age  who  came  to  the 
clinics  for  the  first  time,  was  83%  of  the  number  of  live  births 
registered  in  the  year,  a  decline  on  last  year’s  figure. 

Mothers  are  encouraged  to  bring  toddlers  to  the  clinic  ;  no 
special  sessions  are  held  for  them.  In  1942,  728  children  in  the  age 
group  1  to  5  years  were  attending  the  clinic  during  the  year ;  of 
these  363  were  from  2  to  5  years  of  age.

Provision  of  Milk,  Vitamins,  etc. 

Fresh  milk,  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil,  iron,  calcium,  and  vitamin 
preparations  were  supplied  in  1943  as  in  previous  years. 

The  aggregate  amounts  of  milk  supplied  during  the  year  to 
mothers  and  infants  (the  figures  for  infants  separately  are  not 
available)  were  123  lbs.  of  dried  milk  free,  and  12,381  lbs.  of  dried 
milk  at  cost. 
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The  Food  Officer  informs  me  that,  under  the  National  Milk 
Scheme  for  the  issue  of  milk,  there  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  in 
Shipley,  1,984  persons  receiving  milk  at  2d.  per  pint,  and  545 
receiving  milk  free  of  charge.  Naturally  the  operation  of  this 
scheme  has  reduced  enormously  the  amount  of  milk  the  Council 
have  issued  under  their  own  scheme.  On  the  whole  the  national 
dried  milk  suits  the  infants  very  well. 


Similarly  under  the  Ministry  of  Food’s  scheme,  the  issues  of 
vitamin  foods  in  the  district  were  approximately  as  under  : — 


Cod  Liver  Oil 
Orange  Juice 
Vitamin  Tablets 


100  bottles  a  week 
780  bottles  a  week 
20  packets  a  week 


This  means  that  on  the  average  60%  of  the  children  eligible, 
regularly  obtain  their  orange  juice,  and  25%  obtain  their  cod  liver 
oil  preparation.  Of  course,  propably  the  percentage  who  receive  it 
is  higher  because  some  will  obtain  it  only  from  time  to  time. 


Treatment 

Artificial  Sunlight 

131  infants  and  young  children  and  4  mothers  attended  the 
ultra-violet  light  clinic  for  various  reasons,  including  69  cases  of 
rickets  (mainly  bow  legs,  knock  knees,  etc.),  20  of  chest  disorders, 
and  6  of  failure  to  gain  weight.  77  (including  43  of  rickets)  were 
regarded  as  cured  or  much  improved  when  discharged  from  treat¬ 
ment.  23  cases  remained  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  total  number  of  attendances  was  1,573. 

Minor  Ailments 

82  infants  and  pre-school  children  made  378  attendances  at  the 
minor  ailments  clinic  for  various  conditions. 

Hospital  Treatment 

74  children  were  referred  to  various  hospitals  for  treatment.

Attendances  at  the  Welfare  Clinics  reached  new  high  records. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  the  clinics  by  children  between 
the  ages  1-5  showed  a  slight  decline  and  this  is  disappointing. 

Anti-gas  helmets  were  demonstrated  and  issued  at  the  Clinic 
and  the  Maternity  Home  during  1943  ;  401  gas  helmets  were  issued, 
i.e.,  to  76%  of  the  number  of  babies  born  alive. 

The  attendances  at  the  Wrose  Clinic  have  been  well  maintained, 
and  it  is  more  than  ever  clear  that  the  new  joint  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  and  School  Medical  Clinic,  the  plans  for  which  had  been 
approved  bv  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1939,  will  be  essential  in  that 
district  as  soon  as  the  war  is  over.  The  school  premises  are  still 
being  used,  but  this  arrangement  is  satisfactory  neither  for  the 
school  nor  for  the  medical  services,  neither  for  the  children,  nor 
their  parents,  nor  the  staff. 

Maternal  Deaths 

There  were  2  maternal  deaths  in  Shipley  in  1943,  according  to 
the  Registrar  General’s  return  ;  only  one  death  is  however  known 
to  the  department. 

Causes  of  Death 

1.  Post-partum  haemorrhage  ;  Obstetric  shock. 

This  was  regarded  as  an  unavoidable  death.

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

During  the  year  10  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  in  Shipley 
women  were  notified :  6  cases  were  removed  to  Morton  Banks 

Isolation  Hospital,  and  two  cases  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Bradford. 


Infantile  Mortality 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  39.5,  the  lowest  recorded  in 
Shipley.

The  Council  have  increased  the  staff  of  health  visitors  and 
school  nurses  from  four  to  five ;  I  recommend  the  appointment  of 
one  more  health  visitor  and  school  nurse.  This  is  in  my  view  now 
an  urgent  need. 

Infant  Life  Protection. 

The  Health  Visitors  are  all  Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors. 
They  paid  36  visits  to  the  8  children  on  the  Infant  Life  Protection 
Register. 


Wartime  Day  Nurseries 

Two  wartime  nurseries,  each  for  50  children,  were  opened,  one  in 
Windhill  Recreation  ground  on  1st  April,  1943,  and  the  other  in 
Manor  Lane,  Shipley,  on  the  17th  June,  1943:  with  the  Victoria 
Park  Nursery  they  serve  the  town  adequately.  The  two  nurseries 
are  both  pre-fabricated  B.C.F.  huts,  and  are  proving  very  satisfactory: 
the  attendances  have  fluctuated  somewhat,  with  maximum  figures  of 
39,  33,  39  at  the  three  nurseries  respectively,  during  1943. 
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It  takes  time  for  the  nursery  to  become  settled  in  as  part  of  the 
life  of  the  town  and  for  staff  to  become  used  to  the  work  of  caring 
for  normal  children.  Infection  has  not  proved  a  great  bugbear. 

Even  in  a  day  nursery  there  is  a  great  risk  of  the  “  institutional 
atmosphere  ”  and  it  can  be  claimed  that  here  all  efforts  are  made  to 
give  the  children  a  happy  and  healthy  time  with  adequate  occupation 
and  play  activity,  and  providing  really  good  meals.  Much  material 
(including  a  piano,  gramophones,  books,  etc)  has  been  purchased  by 
means  of  private  money-raising  schemes.  The  problem  of  staffing 
has  been  a  troublesome  one,  and  it  is  not  easy  here  to  secure 
probationers  suitable  for  this  very  important  work  of  caring  for  young 
children. 

All  three  Nurseries  are  now  (1944)  recognised  by  the  National 
Society  of  Children’s  Nurseries  as  training  schools  for  students  for 
their  diploma.  One  probationer  at  Victoria  Park  gained  the  diploma 
in  1943. 

Victoria  Park  Nursery,  having  a  proportion  of  resident  staff,  has 
been  used  to  accommodate,  occasionally,  young  children  for  the 
night,  and  this  arrangement  has  been  useful,  especially  for  mothers 
about  to  be  confined,  or  to  enter  hospital,  who  are  unable  to  secure 
suitable  accommodation  for  their  children.  The  Committee  have 
decided  not  to  administer  this  as  a  residential  nursery. 

Registered  Guardians 

There  were  13  registered  daily  guardians  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  1943,  14  children  were  cared  for  by  11  of  the  guardians. 
The  other  two  guardians  did  not  look  after  any  children. 


Public  Water  Supply 

Shipley  drinking  water  is  derived  mainly  from  upland  surface 
water,  a  little  from  springs,  and  a  proportion  by  a  direct  supply  from 
the  Bradford  Corporation. 

All  houses  (except  8  where  there  are  private  supplies)  are 
supplied  directly  from  the  mains.  The  supply  was  constant  and 
sufficient  during  1943. 

The  Shipley  water  was  throughout  treated  by  the  addition  of 
lime,  and  chlorinated  by  the  chloramine  process,  which  at  the  high 
level  superseded  the  older  chlorination  and  de-chlorination  by  sulphur 
di-oxide. 
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In  all  95  samples  of  public  drinking  water  were  examined 
bacteriologically  at  the  County  Laboratory ;  three  of  the  raw  water 
samples  were  unsatisfactory,  and  one  was  regarded  as  doubtful.  No 
samples  of  water  after  treatment  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  or 
even  in  the  “  doubtful  ”  category.  The  high  and  low  level  supplies 
(Shipley)  were  examined  for  solvent  action  on  lead  and  were  found 
satisfactory. 

Dr.  Watson,  the  Council’s  chemist,  also  regularly  examined  the 
supply  (four  samples  a  month)  chemically  and  bacteriologically ; 
the  results  were  satisfactory.

Private  Water  Supplies 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  only  8  isolated  houses  and  2 
farms  supplied  with  water  from  private  sources.  There  is,  however, 
a  number  of  back-to-back  houses  where  the  supply  is  inadequate,  the 
cause  being  the  furring  up  of  service  pipes  which  supply  a  number 
of  houses.  Seven  samples  were  examined  during  the  survey  of 
waters  proposed  to  be  used  in  grave  emergency.  One  sample  from 
one  source  was  found  unsatisfactory — raw  water  which  would  be 
treated  before  use  by  the  addition  of  chlorine  preparation.

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  amount  of  tinned 
foods  condemned,  particularly  tinned  meats.  This  was  most 
notable  during  the  period  when  corned  beef  constituted  part  of 
the  civilian  meat  ration. 

The  Department  have  again  worked  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  Salvage  Section  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  wherever 
possible,  food  has  been  returned  for  reprocessing. 

Other  foods  found  to  be  unsuitable  for  reprocessing  have 
been  salvaged  for  pig  food. 

Details  of  such  foods  found  to  be  unfit  are  set  out  below.

At  the  end  of  1943  it  was  estimated  that  51%  of  infants  under 
5  years  of  age  and  66%  of  school  children  had  had  one  complete 
course. 


Infectious  Diseases 

Scarlet  fever  was  twice  as  frequent  as  in  1942,  the  attack  rate 
being  3  per  1,000  ;  no  fatal  cases  occurred. 

The  incidence  of  diphtheria  was  lower  than  in  any  year  since 
1932,  but  there  were  2  deaths,  one  in  a  child  who  had  received  in¬ 
jections  of  diphtheria  prophylactic  2  years  before ;  he  was  admitted 
to  hospital  on  the  fourth  day  of  the  disease,  which  was  late. 

Dysentery  was  notified  only  on  8  occasions.  To  suggest  that 
this  represents  the  true  incidence  would  not  be  reasonable.  Dysentery 
is  notoriously  inadequately  notified.  It  is  also  difficult  to  verify 
inasmuch  as  specimens  of  faeces  examined,  in  apparently  clinically 
true  cases,  may  not  shew  the  organisms.  As  a  rule  the  specimens 
are  obtained  late  on  in  the  course  of  the  attack.  All  such  specimens 
taken  in  this  town  are  delivered  at  the  Laboratory  the  same  day. 

The  incidence  of  the  other  notifiable  diseases  was  light.

There  were  27  notifications  (16  male  and  11  female)  of, 
and  15  deaths  (7  male  and  8  female)  from,  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  during  1943.  The  corresponding  figures  for  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  6  (3  male  and  3  female)  and  1 
(female)  respectively. 


Scabies 

Treatment  at  Pinnel  Street  Baths  was  commenced  in 
November,  1940,  and  is  offered  to  all  cases  and  house  contacts 
free.  In  1943,  637  persons  (cases  and  contacts)  in  191  families 
were  treated.  As  a  rule  the  contacts  received  only  one  bath 
and  treatment  (Benzyl  Benzoate  Emulsion)  and  the  cases 
received  two  baths  and  treatment  at  weekly  intervals. 

Disinfestation  of  bedding  and  clothing  was  effected  at 
118  houses;  this  has  now  been  largely  abandoned.  As  I  have 
stated  in  my  report  on  the  school  medical  service,  the  incidence 
of  scabies  among  the  school  children,  determined  by  a  survey 
of  all  the  schools  conducted  over  a  short  period  in  March  and 
April,  1943,  was  8  cases  per  1,000  children. 


Louse  Infestation 

Body  louse  infestation  must  be  very  rare  in  the  civilian 
population  in  Shipley ;  at  any  rate  it  is  hardly  ever  seen. 
Head  louse  infestation  is  common.  No  detailed  surveys  have 
been  made  apart  from  those  among  school  children,  which  have 
been  discussed  in  my  school  medical  report.  For  all  cases 
found,  lethane  ‘384  special’  preparation,  ascabiol  (new  formula), 
and  sacker’s  oil  are  available  and  intelligently  used,  are  all  very 
useful.  A  small  number  of  cases  (school  children)  have  been 
cleansed  by  the  nurses.  I  consider  it  would  be  better  if  the 
actual  cleansing  were  done  by  an  attendant  who  need  not  be  a 
qualified  nurse. 

When  a  child  is  found  persistently  infested  the  mother  is 
sought,  and  enquiry,  and  when  possible  examination,  of  the 
other  members  of  the  family  are  made.  Examination  of  pre¬ 
school  children  for  louse  infestation  requires  the  greatest  tact, 
and  can  only  be  undertaken  in  known  offenders,  or  by  a  nurse 
very  familiar  to  the  mother  and  family.
